parade of 
laughter which is suddenly 
over in about an hour, 
leaving you begging for 
more. 
The only weakness I found 
was a “ dram atic” skit on the 
life 
of 
Toulosse-L autrec 
which starts off with zip, but 
ends in the comic graveyard 
with the audience wondering 
where the promised hilarity 
went. It needs a rewrite. 
However, that one empty 
spot is an infinitesimal price 


to pay for 
the galloping 
humor which sandwiches it, 
and in no way discredits 
Velez’ directing ability. 
His guiding hand is best 
seen in the little things which 
are present throughout the 
revue. 
For example, an acrobat's 
tights not quite covering the 
top of his Jockey shorts, or a 
d a n c e r ’s p antyhose with 
r u n s -little things which, 
when added together, give 
and added zest to the revue 
while revealing Velez’ eye 
for detail. 


Also doing an excellent job 
is Andrew Block as Juan 
Hernandez, who makes an 
indelible

throughout the performance.

D EA R PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with florists who make 
up planters that look so beautiful but mix the plants. Some 
plants used should be allowed to get dry and others require 
more water. In a few weeks, or less, the non-thirsty plants 
have died from over watering and have to be removed leav­ 
ing bare places in the planter. — JA N E. 
DEAR PO LLY - This is for C E E . who has oil spilled on 
her asphalt driveway. First, wipe the excess away with old 
crumpled newspapers. Cover spots with sand or corn meal 
and brush back and forth until the product used is saturated 
with oil. Remove and then use a spatula to scrape up as 
much as possible, lf oil still remains scrub with full strength 
detergent and wipe up with an old rag and then rinse off with 
the hose. — OPAL. 
DEAR PO LLY — We live in an area where there are many 
weeks of rain and some snow each winter so haying dry 
warm boots on my children means a lot. When buying their 
over-the-feet boots (the only kind sold here) I found that atter 
wearing the boots two or three times the lining had made the 
children’s feet perspire so badly the insides ot the boots were 
quite damp. I have fought this for several years only to learn 
recently how easy it is to solve. I took the bonnet oft the end 
of my hair dryer and inserted the hose into the toot of each 
damp boot. To my great joy they were dry in just a few 
minutes. — MRS. R.J.H. 
DEAR PO LLY - Rub zippers with beeswax. I he excess 
falls off and there is no possible way to stain a garment or 
boot because the wax is in a firm cake. I his has been a 
favorite no-fail method for years. — MRS. H.N.M. 
DEAR PO LLY — To prevent mittons from tearing oft my 
children’s clothes so quickly I double a small piece ot 
material and sew it on back of the cloth under each button 
with the thread going through button, garment cloth and this 
addition Another way is to sew a small button on the back 
and then sew through both top and bottom buttons at the 
same time. — EULA.

When 
D r. 
W atson e x ­ 
claim ed: 
“ What 
a clever 
deduction, 
H olm es!” he 
didn’t m ean a tax deduction, 
of course. 
“You don’t have to be a 
Sherlock Holmes to track 
down d eductible ite m s ,” 
says 
tax 
expert 
Sanford 
Kahn, “ But it does help if 
you approach 
the search 
w ith 
the 
in stin cts of a 
detective -- that is, alertly, 
carefully, doggedly.” 
One of the most often 
overlooked tax deductions 
also can 
be one of 
the 
largest, according to Kahn. 
That deduction is casualty 
lo s s -th e 
d am ag e^ 
to 
property 
as 
a 
result 
of 
sudden calam ities such as 
burglary, fire or flood. 
“ A 
ca su a lty 
loss can 
amount to th o u san d s of 
dollars,” says Kahn, “yet 
m any taxpayers aren ’t even 
aw are of this deduction.” 
Kahn supervises the tax 
departm ent of GFC Corp., 
which this year will assist in 
the preparation of returns of 
taxpayers in 21 states GFC 
Corp. is a subsidiary of CNA 
Financial Corp. 
To determ ine a casualty 
loss 
deduction, 
Kahn 
in­ 
structs, subtract the value of 
the property after the loss 
from 
the 
value 
of 
the 
property before the 
loss, 
less $100. 
He cites these 
ex am p les 
of 
po ten tial 
casualty loss deductions: 
-If a windstorm causes 
$1,000 in dam age to your 
house and this money is not 
reim bursed by 
insurance, 
you can list a $900 deduction 
on your tax form, whether 
you 
ac tu a lly

repairs. “ Of course,” Kahn 
adds, “ you m ust be able to 
verify

—If you have a bad auto 
accident and dam ages to 
your car are not recovered 
by insurance you can deduct 
the loss of value over $100 - 


again whether you have the 
car fixed. 
“The question of casualty 
hinges on the word ‘sud­ 
den’,” says Kahn. “ If you 
m isplace a 
ring only 
to 
discover a year later that it 
is m issing, that is not a 
casualty loss. But if your 
ring accidentally goes down 
a drain, that is.” 
Casualty loss is only one of 
m a n y 
o f t e n -over looked 
deductions, 
Kahn 
asserts. 
“ Now that doctors’ house 
calls are a thing of the past, 
he 
say s 
“ don’t 
forget 
m ileage to and from the 
doctor’s office if you take a 
m edical deduction -- that is, 
if your medical costs total 
more than three percent of 
your gross income. You may 
either deduct the actual fare 
paid or, if you drive, six 
cents a mile, plus parking 
and tolls.” 
Those with two jobs can 
deduct m ileage from one job 
to another. They may deduct 
12 cents a mile for driving or 
the actual 
fare. 
“ If you 
actually don’t travel from 
one job to the other, but 
return home first, you may 
still take the deduction for 
the distance between jobs,” 
says Kahn. “ Moreover, you 
can take this deduction even 
if you don’t itemize. 
It’s 
called an em ploye’s business 
expense, and you can take it 
in addition to the standard 
deduction.” 
Other busine ss-con nee ted

Finally, says Kahn, any 
investm ent expense may be 
deducted by an 
investor.
